Dr.  Suzanne  Kelley  ’ 73

r.  Suzanne  Kelley  73 — medical  director  at  the  growing  health  insurance  company  HealthAmerica — believes  that  great  leaders 
blaze  trails  for  others  to  follow.  While  some  choose  to  lead  with  fanfare  and  loud  accolades,  others  choose  a quieter  path — 
one  which  guides  through  example.  For  Kelley,  Dr.  Galen  Young  ’34,  Elizabethtown  College  emeritus  trustee,  is  continuing  to  blaze 
this  quieter  trail— one  that  is  guided  by  the  College’s  Educate  for  Service  motto. 

The  paths  of  these  two  Elizabethtown  graduates  crossed  for  the  first  time  when  Kelley  was  assigned  to  Young’s  service  for  rota- 
tion in  surgery  while  in  medical  school  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Osteopathic  Medicine.  As  the  two  walked  down  the  hall  one 
day,  Young  asked  Kelley  where  she  had  done  her  undergraduate  work.  Her  reply  began  her  first  lesson  in  service  at  Young’s  hands. 

"When  1 told  him  that  1 graduated  from  Elizabethtown,  he  suggested  I give  some  serious  thought  about  how  I would  give  back 
to  the  institution  after  I established  my  practice,”  she  recalls.  It  is  this  conversation  that  continues  to  come  to  her  mind  today  as 
she  time  and  time  again  happens  upon  the  trail  of  this  great  man. 

During  her  recent  tenure  as  president  and  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  Osteopathic  Medical 
Association,  Kelley  found  that  her  mentor  also  had  served  as  president  of  the  same  organization  several 
decades  before  her.  When  she  recently  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  American 
Osteopathic  Association,  she  found  again  that  she  had  been  preceded  by  Young,  who  was  the 
association’s  president  in  1959.  And  following  his  suggestion  from  so  many  years  ago,  Kelley 
joined  Elizabethtown’s  Leadership  Council  and  returns  regularly  to  guest  lecture  in  the 
classroom  of  Elizabethtown  adjunct  faculty  member  Lori  Engle  Benner  76. 

“Not  only  did  Dr.  Young  teach  about  medicine,  but  through  his  example  he  educated 
students,  interns  and  residents  about  being  active  and  giving  back  through  service 
organizations,”  says  Kelley.  "Sometimes  leadership  by  example  can  be  a more  meaning- 
ful reaching  tool.  As  I’ve  found  myself  getting  involved,  I’ve  realized  that  this  gentle, 
compassionate  man  influenced  me  so  many  years  ago.” 

Kelley  believes  that  it  is  their  shared  Elizabethtown  experience  that  prepared  both 
her  and  Young  for  service.  “I  don’t  think  I realized  then  that  the  College  was  educating 
me  for  service,"  says  Kelley.  "It  is  more  than  something  you  pick  up  in  the  classroom.  It’s  the  involvement  and  caring  of  the  professors  and 
the  way  that  they  live  their  life.  It’s  the  wealth  of  activities  in  which  the  students  can  get  involved.  All  of  these  aspects  of  an  Elizabethtown 
College  education  lend  to  this  complex  experience  that  instills  in  students  the  desire  to  serve.”

Alumni  Honored  for  Their  Service

In  October  2005,  Elizabethtown  College  awarded  its  highest 
awards — the  Educate  for  Service  Awards — to  two  alumni 
who  have  made  exceptional  contributions  to  the  community, 
to  their  professional  field  or  to  the  College.  A Service  to  the 
College  award  was  presented  to  Robert  Hanle,  a 1962  graduate 
who  served  in  various  administrative  roles  during  his  1 2-year

tenure  at  the  College.  A Service  to  Humanity  award  was  pre- 
sented posthumously  to  Charles  Walker,  a 1941  graduate  and 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  who  dedicated  himself  to  fur- 
thering the  causes  of  peace  and  justice  throughout  his  lifetime. 

After  graduating  from  Elizabethtown,  Robert  Hanle 
earned  a master’s  degree  in  higher  education  and  a doctor- 
ate in  the  history  of  higher  education  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania. 

In  1964,  he  returned  to  Elizabethtown  as  the  director  of 
alumni  relations.  After  developing  a career  services  program

for  seniors,  he  was  appointed  to  a dual  role 
as  the  first  director  of  placement  services 
in  addition  to  his  alumni  relations  posi- 
tion. It  was  during  his  tenure  in  alumni 
relations  that  he,  along  with  1932  graduate 
K.  Ezra  Bucher,  created  the  Educate  for 
Service  Awards. 

Hanle  was  promoted  to  assistant  to 
College  President  Morley  Mays  in  1968. 

Charged  with  seeking  funding  opportunities 
presented  by  the  new  Higher  Education 
Act,  he  was  able  to  secure  funds  to  assist 
in  the  construction  of  Esbenshade  Hall 
and  Thompson  Gymnasium. 

Hanle  was  named  assistant  dean  of 
the  faculty  in  1972,  and  he  was  promoted 
to  dean  of  the  faculty  in  1973.  During  the 
next  three  years,  he  added  two  academic 
programs — music  therapy  and  occupational 
therapy — both  of  which  recently  celebrated 
their  30th  anniversaries. 

Charles  Walker  won  a full  scholarship 
to  Elizabethtown  College  at  the  age  of  16. 

As  a conscientious  objector,  he  spent  time 
in  alternative  service  during  World  War  II.  He  was  on  the 
staff  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  when  it  won 
the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  1947. 

Walker  became  active  in  the  civil  rights  movement  in 
the  1950s  and  1960s,  working  closely  with  Bayard  Rustin  and 
others.  After  studying  Gandhi’s  methods  and  achievements, 
he  organized  and  trained  for  nonviolent  direct  action.  His 
book  “Organizing  for  Nonviolent  Direct  Action”  was  used 
widely  in  the  civil  rights  and  peace  movements  and  remains 
the  standard  training  manual  today. 

After  he  met  the  Rev.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  at  the 
Montgomery  Bus  Boycott,  Walker  worked  with  the  respected 
civil  rights  leader.  Later,  King  recommended  Walker  to  lead 
numerous  seminars  and  training  programs.  Walker  recruited, 
organized  and  trained  for  the  Freedom  Rides,  student  sit-ins 
and  voter  registration  drives.  He  was  on  the  staff  of  the 


Mississippi  Summer  Project  in  Akron,  Ohio.  He  helped 
organize  the  1963  March  on  Washington  as  the  deputy  coor- 
dinator of  the  Philadelphia  area.  He  later  was  instrumental  in 
organizing  The  War  on  Poverty  campaign  in  Washington,  D.C. 

During  the  Vietnam  War,  Walker  helped  organize  many 
anti-war,  anti-nuclear  and  anti-chemical  warfare  protests.  He 
was  called  to  Kent  State  to  help  after  the  violent  incidents 
there  and  worked  with  Caesar  Chavez  on  farm  problems.  He 
helped  found  the  World  Peace  Brigade  in  the  1960s  and  Peace 
Brigades  International  in  1981.  Peace  Brigades  International 
won  the  Conrad  Hilton  Award,  the  highest  humanitarian 
award  in  the  world.  It  also  was  nominated  for  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize  in  2001. 
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About  220  fans  of  Blue  Jay  athletics  braved  a chilly,  damp  day  for  the  ninth  annual  Poole  Blue  Jay  Open, 
which  was  held  at  the  Hershey  Golf  Club.  Every  year,  proceeds  from  the  tournament  are  used  to  improve 
the  College’s  athletic  facilities.  Sixty  organizations  and  individuals  sponsored  the  event,  including  signa- 
ture sponsor  Richard  D.  Poole,  LLC.

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The  Long  View 
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This  is  the  season  of  tenure  reviews  for  ten  of 
our  faculty  members.  Our  decisions  about 
tenure  are  pivotal  to  the  long-term  vitality  of  the 
College,  for  they  establish  the  character  of  die  faculty 
who  will  engage  our  students  over  the  next  genera- 
tion. I suspect  that  most  people  find  tenure  to  be 
something  of  a mystery  and  know  little  of  its  signifi- 
cance tor  the  academy.  So  1 thought  it  would  be 
helpful  to  give  you  a little  background  on  the  matter  of  academic  tenure. 

The  idea  ot  tenured  faculty  appointments  was  formalized  in  the 
1940  Statement  of  Principles  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure,” 
developed  jointly  by  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors 
and  the  Association  of  American  Colleges.  As  outlined  there,  tenure  is 
a means  to  establish:  a)  “freedom  of  teaching  and  research"  and  b) 
some  measure  of  “economic  security"  for  faculty.  The  first  is  to  ensure 
that  faculty  can  teach  their  subject  matter  and  conduct  research  with 
complete  intellectual  honesty  and  without  political,  religious  or  social 
limitations  or  pressures  to  conform  to  a certain  point  of  view.  The  sec- 
ond is  designed  to  ensure  that  the  academy  can  attract  talented  men 
and  women  to  the  professoriate.  Like  most  colleges  and  universities, 
Elizabethtown  has  adopted  the  basic  principles  of  tenure.  For  small  col- 
leges like  ours,  where  close  faculty-student  relationships  and  strong 
mentoring  are  vital  to  the  educational  process,  the  faculty  continuity 
tenure  provides  is  another  positive  feature  of  the  tenure  system. 

The  academic  freedom  protected  by  tenure  is  not  a license  for 
faculty  to  do  or  say  anything.  As  the  1940  statement  points  out, 
tenure  “carries  with  it  duties  correlative  with  rights.”  While  teachers 
have  freedom  to  teach  their  subjects  in  the  classroom,  “they  should  be 
careful  not  to  introduce  . . . controversial  matter  which  has  no  relation 
to  their  subject.”  As  citizens,  faculty  must  be  "free  from  institutional 
censorship  or  discipline,"  but  they  are  also  expected  to  “exercise 
appropriate  restraint  . . . show  respect  for  the  opinions  of  others,  and 
...  indicate  that  they  are  not  speaking  for  the  institution.” 

How  does  it  work?  After  serving  a probationary  period,  ordinarily 
six  years  for  first-time  teachers,  faculty  are  considered  for  appointment 
with  tenure.  After  a thorough  review  of  their  full  record,  the  College 
decides  whether  to  offer  a permanent  appointment  or  not,  and  unsuc- 
cessful candidates  must  leave  the  College.  This  is  a demanding  test  of 
achievement  and  promise.  The  critical  factor  is  teaching,  where  every 
candidate  must  meet  a certain  threshold  of  excellence,  and  a balance 
of  quality  between  scholarship  and  service  is  also  required  to  receive 
tenure.  After  receiving  independent  recommendations  on  each  candi- 
date from  a faculty-wide  committee  and  the  Provost,  1 determine 
which  of  them  1 will  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  has 
the  final  decision.  Those  awarded  tenure  are  not  subject  to  dismissal 
except  for:  a)  incompetence  or  gross  neglect  of  duty,  b)  serious  moral 
and  ethical  breaches,  or  c)  financial  emergency  at  the  institution. 

When  I came  to  Elizabethtown,  more  than  70  percent  of  the  fac- 
ulty were  tenured,  but  over  the  past  decade,  that  ratio  has  been 
reduced  substantially  because- of  numerous  retirements  and  the  addi- 
tion of  new  faculty  positions.  By  the  fall  2004,  only  about  50  percent 
were  tenured,  but  now  the  percentage  will  be  increasing  as  the  many 
new  additions  to  the  faculty  move  through  the  process  and  demon- 
strate the  excellence  required  for  a tenured  appointment.  In  recogni- 
tion of  the  need  to  retain  some  flexibility  in  staffing  should  the 
College’s  circumstances  or  needs  change,  as  well  as  the  benefits  of 
renewing  the  faculty  with  new  blood,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  estab- 
lished a rule  that  no  more  than  80  percent  of  the  faculty  may  be 
tenured  at  any  time. 

The  institution  of  academic  tenure  has  been  criticized  in  several 
ways.  Some  believe  that  tenured  faculty  become  less  productive  and 
neglect  to  stay  on  top  of  their  fields.  Sometimes  that  happens,  but  the 
research  1 have  seen  supports  the  conclusion  that  the  vast  majority  of 
tenured  faculty  tend  to  perform  just  as  well  as  they  did  before  receiving 
tenure.  Others  suggest  that  tenure  does  not  give  colleges  the  opportunity 
to  be  responsive  to  changing  circumstances  or  to  take  advantage  of  new 
opportunities.  In  fact,  colleges  do  have  the  right  to  reduce  tenured  fac- 
ulty in  financial  emergency,  and  colleges  that  ensure  that  they  are  not 
fully  tenured  retain  the  capacity  to  hire  for  new  program  initiatives. 

More  recently,  the  argument  against  tenure  has  involved  academic 
freedom,  with  some  people  arguing  that  legal  precedents  protecting 
free  speech  make  tenure  unnecessary  to  ensure  academic  freedom. 
Recent  efforts  to  eliminate  unpopular  views  from  college  campuses, 
however,  suggest  that  tenure  still  serves  an  important  role  in  protecting 
academic  freedom.  We  also  have  seen  efforts  to  interfere  with  the 
freedom  of  teaching  to  ensure  that  students  are  exposed  to  a balance 
of  viewpoints  on  sensitive  subjects.  The  best  way  to  do  that,  however, 
is  not  to  abandon  the  freedom  to  teach,  but  to  protect  that  freedom 
for  people  from  all  perspectives  and  to  promote  the  responsibilities  of 
tenure  as  strongly  as  its  freedoms. 

The  tenure  system  has  made  a significant  contribution  to  the 
quality  of  higher  education  in  this  country.  There  are  ways  it  can  be 
strengthened,  of  course,  but  properly  administered,  academic  tenure 
can  continue  to  serve  us  well  in  building  the  strongest  faculty  possible.

sulting firm  employing  100,000  people 
worldwide.  He  joined  the  firm  after 
graduating  from  the  College  in  1967 
and  was  gradually  promoted  through 
a series  of  positions  at  various  company 
locations  throughout  the  United  States. 
Meckley  continued  with  the  firm  after 
Thomas  Meckley  '67  its  merger  with  Arthur  Young  & 

Company  in  1989.  He  served  as  an 
office  managing  partner  for  ten  years  and  as  the  coordinating 
partner  for  several  public  and  private  companies  until  his 
retirement  in  July  2005. 

He  is  a member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants  and  past  president  of  the  North  Carolina 
Association  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  Meckley  is  the

which  is  consistent  with  the  College’s  mission.

During  the  inaugural  meeting — 
which  served  to  update  interested 
alumni  on  the  initiative — Neiman-

“The  peace  identity  of  this  institution  became  for  me  by  far 
the  most  important  legacy  of  my  Elizabethtown  experience," 
she  remembered.  “It  has  informed  my  life  ever  since,  color- 
ing— if  not  defining — the  lens  through  which  I have  viewed 
the  world. 

“A  college  liberal  arts  experience  should  be  about  more 
than  a preparation  for  a career,  more  than  training,  more  than 
about  financial  success  in  a capitalist  system,"  she  said.  “It 


should  call  us  to  the  best  that  we  are,  to  our  most  spacious  and 
noblest  selves.  This  is  the  genesis  and  spirit  of  the  Elizabeth- 
town College  Alumni  Peace  Fellowship.  It  is  our  hope,  our 
vision  and  our  mission  to  enhance,  support,  cultivate,  encour- 
age, call  to  awareness,  and  nudge  when  necessary,  the  peace 
identity  of  this  institution.” 

To  further  Elizabethtown’s  peace  education  mission  and 
link  current  and  former  students,  the  group  is  raising  funding 


to  provide  student  research  and  service  grants,  to  develop 
an  alumni  speakers  bureau,  to  fund  an  annual  Peace  Fellow 
Residency  that  will  bring  national  and  international  experts 
to  campus,  and  to  support  programs  for  the  peace  initiatives 
of  the  College’s  Center  for  Global  Citizenship.

Elizabethtown  Forms 
New  Parents  Organization 

Through  efforts  begun 
in  summer  2005, 

Elizabethtown  College 
formed  a new  Parents 
Fund.  Volunteer  members 
of  the  Parents  Fund 
cabinet — a group  of 
committed,  energetic 
Elizabethtown  parents — 
already  are  reaching  out 
to  others  to  find  ways  to 
better  connect  families 
with  the  College.  The 
cabinet  is  led  by  Chairman 
Steve  Berman,  parent  of 
first-year  student  Spencer. 

Like  most  private 
institutions,  Elizabeditown’s 
tuition  does  not  cover  all  of 
the  cost  of  the  educational 
experience.  As  a result,  the 
College  reaches  out  to  its 
support  network,  including 
parents,  to  raise  the  additional  financial  resources  needed 
to  provide  the  exceptional  facilities  and  services  that  our 
students  deserve.  Through  efforts  like  the  new  Parents 
Fund,  the  College  enhances  our  students’  experience  by 
expanding  learning  sources  available  within  the  High 
Library,  offering  new  scholarships  to  deserving  students, 
creating  service-learning  opportunities,  providing  student 
activities,  and  improving  residence  halls  and  performing 
arts  and  athletic  facilities — to  name  just  a few. 

“We’ve  found  Elizabethtown  parents  to  be  uncom- 
monly vested  in  their  child’s  education,”  says  Parents 
Fund  Director  Mark  Clapper  ’96.

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Strength  from  Serving:  College  Community  Helps  Hurricane  Katrina  Victims

In  the  wake  of  the  devastation  caused  by  Hurricane  Katrina, 
the  Elizabethtown  College  community  joined  together  to 
help  those  in  need.  On  campus,  organizations  and  individuals 
raised  almost  $6,200  and  donated  340  health  kits  to  contribute 
through  the  American  Red  Cross  and  Church  World  Services. 
Moved  to  personally  make  a difference,  two  College  staff  mem- 
bers— Karen  Hodges  ’04  and  Dawn  Spaar — traveled  to  the 
region  to  lend  a hand. 

Karen  Hodges  '04:  First  Service  Leave 
Policy  Volunteer 

Karen  Hodges  ’04,  coordi- 
nator of  campus  events  and 
campus  event  scheduler,  already 
was  committed  in  her  heart  to 
use  her  vacation  time  to  serve  in 
the  Gulf  Coast  region  when  she 
learned  about  the  College’s  new 
service  leave  policy.  The  policy 
enables  five  employees  each  year 
to  take  up  to  ten  consecutive 
days  to  volunteer  with  a recog- 
nized service  organization.  Half 
of  the  time  is  considered  vaca- 
tion time.  Hodges  became  the  College’s  first  volunteer  under 
this  new  policy. 

On  September  30 — a little  more  than  a month  after  the 
hurricane  swept  through  the  region — Hodges  left  for  a two- 
week  assignment  in  Louisiana  with  the  American  Red  Cross. 
To  prepare  for  the  experience,  she  was  given  just  one  day  of 
training.  Even  more  unsettling,  once  there,  she  was  assigned  to 
fill  a vacant  office  supervisor  position  at  an  evacuation  shelter 
in  Baker,  La.  With  no  briefing  to  prepare  her,  Hodges  realized 


very  quickly  that  she  would  "just  have  to  wing  it.’’ 

“It  was  hard  to  find  out  where  to  go  for  what,’’  she  said. 
“Information  was  in  short  supply  for  everybody,  including  the 
volunteers.  And,  it  was  frustrating  to  leam  that  the  informa- 
tion I gave  to  the  evacuees  one  day  was  inaccurate  the  next.’’ 

During  the  first  week,  Hodges  explained  to  evacuees 
that  the  debit  cards  that  had  been  promised  to  them  had  not 
arrived,  assisted  individuals  with  filling  out  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  (FEMA)  forms  and  assisted  evacuees  in 
searching  online  for  missing  loved  ones.  Her  second  week  was 
filled  with  assisting  evacuees  move  into  new  FEMA  trailers  and 
pacifying  those  who  had  not  yet  received  a temporary  home. 

As  Hodges  packed  to  return  home  after  her  two  weeks 
in  the  southern  state,  she  took  with  her  lessons  of  strength  from 
the  evacuees,  including  one  amazing  gentleman  who  lent  her 
the  jacket  from  his  back  on  an  unusually  cold  morning.  "Some 
of  the  evacuees  were  so  strong  and  had  such  an  amazing  faith 
in  God,"  she  said.  "If  they  could  be  strong,  so  could  I.” 

There  is  no  doubt  in  Hodges’  mind  that  she  would  serve 
again.  “I  think  it’s  important  for  each  of  us  to  volunteer  for 
those  in  need,”  she  said.  "I  always  want  to  make  that  a part 
of  my  life.” 

Dawn  Spaar:  Lends  a Hand  with  Disaster  Relief 
in  Mississippi 

Assistant  Dean  of  the  Center  for  Continuing  Education 
and  Distance  Learning  Dawn  Spaar  volunteered  for  eight 
days  in  late  October  in  the  Gulf  Coast  region  through  the 
Christian  ministry  Lend-a-Hand.  She  chose  to  use  her  vaca- 
tion days  to  serve. 

In  D’Iberville,  Miss.,  Spaar  worked  with  teams  to  clean 
out  homes  that  were  severely  damaged,  but  not  destroyed,  by 
the  hurricane.  Typically,  as  part  of  these  details,  she  was 


assigned  to  the  kitchen,  removing  pots,  pans  and  other 
items  some  of  which  still  had  flood  waters  in  them.  "The 
conditions  were  like  nothing  I’ve  ever  experienced,"  said 
Spaar,  noting  that  volunteers  wore  gear  to  protect  against 
disease.  Volunteers  took  the  houses  down  to  the  bare  mini- 
mum, ripping  out  drywajj  and  removing  everything  down  to 
the  sub  floor.” 

About  half  of  the  city’s  8,000  residents  were  left  homeless 
by  Katrina.  Forced  to  sleep  in  tents,  these  individuals  relied  on 
the  grocery  and  personal  hygiene  items  that  they  received 

from  a local  distribution  center, 
which  was  set  up  in  an  aban- 
doned grocery  store.  Of  her 
experience  there,  Spaar  said, 
“What  I saw  broke  my  heart. 

The  longer  I was  there,  the 
harder  it  became  to  stay.  People 
returned  every  day  for  help.  It 
made  me  realize  just  how  much 
they  were  doing  without.”  Spaar 
also  spent  time  at  a disaster  relief 
center,  logging  requests  and  veri- 
fying information. 

Although  seeing  the  devastation  first-hand  was  heart- 
breaking, Spaar  said  she  found  hope  in  the  residents’  positive 
outlook.  "Even  though  they  experienced  such  loss,  they 
seemed  to  have  such  high  spirits,"  she  said.  “I  was  inspired  by 
their  attitude. 

“From  this  experience,  I learned  that  anyone — if  he 
or  she  wants  to  help — can,”  she  said.  "Whether  it’s  sending 
money  or  doing  work  here  or  in  the  Gulf  Coast  region,  anyone 
can  make  it  happen.”

Alumnus  Calls  for  a Rebirth  of  New  Orleans 


Ten  weeks  after  Hurricane  Katrina  devastated  the  Gulf 
Coast  region,  Dr.  Ken  Dieffenbach  ’60 — a long-time 
resident  of  New  Orleans — understandably  was  expressing 
frustration.  But,  it  wasn’t  about  the  devastation,  even  though 
his  home — which  was  just  10  blocks  from  the  canal  levee 
that  broke — was  lost,  along  with  two  cars  and  all  his  family’s 
belongings.  Rather,  it  was  about  the  systemic  problems  that 
this  natural  disaster  highlighted. 

“In  1965,  Hurricane  Betsy’s  twenty-foot  storm  surge  pum- 
meled  the  Gulf  Coast,  leveling  century-old  homes  and  drown- 
ing hundreds  who  ignored  warnings  and  tried  to  weather  the 
storm,”  he  recalled.  “Four  years  later,  Camille  ravaged  the 
Delta,  sending  her  killer  surge  right  up  the  Mississippi  River 
to  flood  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  taking  the  lives  of  hundreds 
of  people  who  had  learned  nothing  from  Betsy  and — despite 
warnings — would  not  or  did  not  evacuate  ahead  of  her  swath 
of  fury.” 

As  he  reflected  on  the  180,000  people  who  did  not 
evacuate  in  advance  of  Katrina,  Dieffenbach  pointed  out  that 
people  unfortunately  still  had  not  learned  despite  these  power- 
ful historical  warning.  For  those  who  could  not  leave,  this 
alumnus  pointed  with  regret  to  poor  local  execution  of  emer- 
gency plans,  which  he  said  tragically  led  to  the  death  of  some 
elderly,  sick,  poor  and  infirm  residents.  “Hundreds  of  city  buses 
never  were  mobilized.  Hundreds  of  school  buses  sat  idle.  And, 
more  than  150,000  automobiles  were  never  driven  out  of  the 
city,”  he  said. 


What  Dieffenbach  decried  most  vehemently,  though, 
were  those  who  out  of  complacency  or  denial  chose  to  risk 
their  family’s  lives  and  jeopardize  emergency  response  to  stay. 
“Those  who  could  have  evacuated,  but  made  the  choice  not 
to,  consumed  in  large  part  the  recovery  energy  dedicated  to 
this  area  for  the  first  two  weeks,”  he  recalled.  “The  helicopters 
blocking  the  levee  breaks  were  diverted  to  rescue  those  who 
would  not  evacuate.  The  whole  city  had  to  pay  for  their  stub- 
bornness, ignorance  or  just  plain  bitterness.” 

Rather  than  being  debilitated  by  this  tragedy,  though, 
Dieffenbach  is  choosing  to  help  rebuild  this  city  he  loves,  and 
he  asks  that  others  consider  doing  the  same.  "There  is  hope 
for  New  Orleans.  Now  ten  weeks  and  counting,  the  only  peo- 
ple I see  are  those  with  the  personal  energy  and  dedication  to 
take  on  the  hard — and  sometimes  dirty — work  of  tearing  out 
and  cleaning  up  ...  of  doing  for  themselves,  and  not  waiting 
until  it  gets  done  for  them,"  he  said. 

“New  Orleans  could  become  a glowing  example  of  new 
urbanism,”  he  explained.  "What  a chance  to  start  over.  I am 
going  to  stay  to  help  New  Orleans  have  that  bright  future." 

Dieffenbach  and  his  wife  Leigh  have  lived  in  New 
Orleans  for  the  past  35  years.  He  is  clinical  professor  of  surgery 
with  Louisiana  State  University  Health  and  Science  Center, 
where  he  is  director  of  aesthetic  surgery  training  with  the 
Division  of  Plastic  Surgery.

Young  Center  Receives 
NEH  Grant,  Agrees  to 
Produce  Book  Series 

The  Young  Center  for  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies 
recently  was  awarded  a $100,000  grant  from  The 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  (NEH)  for  a three- 
year  collaborative  research  project  and  entered  into  an 
arrangement  with  Johns  Hopkins  University  Press  to  produce 
a book  series. 

Titled  "Amish  Diversity  and  Identity:  Transformations 
in  20th  Century  America,”  the  NEH  research  project  will 
investigate  the  20th  century  Amish  experience  at  the  nation- 
al level,  giving  attention  to  geographic  expansion,  growth  of 
diversity,  changing  conceptions  of  identity  and  evolving  pat- 
terns of  interaction  with  the  larger  society.  The  research 
team — which  is  comprised  of  principal  investigator  Donald 
Kraybill,  senior  fellow  at  the  Young  Center,  and  co-investiga- 
tors  Steven  Nolt,  professor  of  history  at  Goshen  College,  and 
Karen  Johnson-Weiner,  professor  of  anthropology  at  the 
State  University  of  New  York  at  Potsdam — also  will  explore 
how  the  Amish  have  contributed  to  shaping  the  identity  of  a 
nation  that  made  exceptions  in  the  areas  of  education,  Social 
Security  and  child  labor  for  a religious  minority  living  on  its 
cultural  margins.  The  project  will  produce  a scholarly  book, 
a major  academic  conference,  an  annotated  bibliography  of 
Amish  studies  and  an  academic  Web  site  with  resources  on 
Amish  studies. 

The  Johns  Hopkins  University  Press  project  will  create 
a book  series  titled  “Young  Center  Books  in  Anabaptist  and 
Pietist  Studies.”  Kraybill  and  David  Eller,  director  of  the 
Young  Center,  will  guide  the  acquisition  and  development  of 
manuscripts.  Because  of  their  specialties,  Kraybill  will  oversee 
manuscripts  related  to  Anabaptist  topics  and  Eller  will  over- 
see those  on  Pietist  themes.  They  will  solicit  and  screen  man- 
uscripts that  are  fitting  for  the  series,  assist  authors  in  refining 
and  organizing  their  manuscripts  and  preparing  them  for 
review  and  publication,  and  provide  the  press  with  evalua- 
tions and  assessments  of  manuscripts.

It  was  a surprise  to  both  Laura  Broich  Kemmick  ’99  and 
Dwight  Kreiser  ’97  when  they  were  notified  that  they  had 
been  selected  to  receive  a Business  Associates  Scholars  (BAS) 
program  scholarship  from  Union  National  Community  Bank, 
which  is  headquartered  in  Mount  Joy,  Pa.  In  the  short-term, 
the  BAS  scholarship  promised  welcomed  relief  for  their 
College  expenses,  invaluable  professional  experience  for  their 
resume  and  part-time  income  during  the  academic  year  and 
summer.  Unknown  to  both  of  them  at  the  time,  though,  this 
program  also  would  provide  them  with  their  first  glimpse  of 
their  future  professional  home. 

The  BAS  program  is  an  innovative  effort  to  create 
scholarships  for  local  Elizabethtown  College  students  through 
partnerships  with  central  Pennsylvania  businesses.  Typically, 
the  students  receive  a $1,000  annual  scholarship  from  the 
business.  At  times,  the  businesses  also  will  offer  the  students 
a paid  internship  and/or  part-time  work  during  the  academic 
year.  Since  its  inception,  approximately  60  local  businesses 
have  participated,  providing  more  than  250  scholarships  to 
Elizabethtown  College  students. 

Union  National  has  awarded  a $1,000  scholarship  to  a 
student  every  year  since  it  began  participating  in  the  program 
in  1994.  The  bank’s  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer 
Mark  Gainer  is  pleased  with  the  return  that  the  financial 
institution  has  received  from  the  program.  "Our  investment 
in  the  BAS  program  has  paid  off  tenfold  for  us,"  he  said.  "This 
program  really  gives  us  a sense  of  the  quality  of  students  that 
Elizabethtown  College  graduates.  In  our  experience,  the  BAS 
Scholars  are  solid  and  mature  individuals  who  are  focused  on 
developing  their  careers.” 

During  his  sophomore  year,  Dwight  Kreiser  became 
Union  National’s  first  scholarship  recipient  and  later  was 
offered  a part-time  job  as  a teller  over  the  summer  and  during 
the  academic  year.  According  to  Kreiser,  the  internship  was 
invaluable.  "It  was  a very  good  experience,”  said  Kreiser.  “It 
gave  me  an  understanding  of  Union  National  and  where  it 
was  headed  as  an  organization.” 

After  graduation,  Kreiser  elected  to  pursue  an  opportunity 
in  public  accounting,  accepting  a position  with  the  Harrisburg-

based  operation  of  the  firm  that  is  now  PricewaterhouseCoopers. 
But  after  less  than  a year  with  the  firm,  Kreiser  received  a call 
from  Gainer,  during  which  the  bank  official  discussed  the 
bank’s  opening  for  a chief  accounting  officer. 

The  position  offered  Kreiser  just  what  he  was  looking 
for — a controllership-type  position  at  a solid  company  that 
he  respected.  “It  was  a great  opportunity  for  me.  I worked  ... 
and  still  work  . . . very  closely  with  our  chief  financial  officer,” 
said  Kreiser,  who  is  now  the  institution’s  vice  president  and 
chief  accounting  officer.  "Through  the  years,  1 have  assumed 
more  and  more  responsibility  for  managing  the  day-to-day 
operations  of  the  accounting  department  and  now  oversee  all 
of  the  bank’s  financial  and  management  reporting  systems.” 

Kreiser  believes  that  the  scholarship  is  the  reason  why 
he  is  at  Union  National  today.  "I  definitely  wouldn’t  be  here 
without  the  BAS  scholarship,”  Kreiser  said.  “The  program 
allowed  me  to  get  to  know  the  Union  National  organization 
and  to  experience  the  bank’s  great  working  environment.”

In  fall  2005,  employees  from  The  Hershey 
Company  donated  the  proceeds  of  a company 
award  to  a scholarship  created  in  honor  of  their 
colleague,  David  Stephenson.  A 1975  graduate  of 
the  College,  David  worked  for  Hershey  for  23  years 
in  various  capacities  and,  at  the  time  of  his  passing, 
was  director  of  commodity  operations.  He  also 
served  the  College  as  an  adjunct  professor. 

To  honor  his  memory,  David’s  wife  Laurie  ’76 
established  the  David  A.  Stephenson  Mathematics 
Scholarship  Fund.  Through  the  fund,  Laurie  hopes 
to  provide  scholarships  to  two  students  each  year. 

In  some  ways,  David  now  is  contributing  to 
this  scholarship  through  the  efforts  he  made  during 
his  lifetime.  At  the  time  of  his  death  more  than  a 
year  ago,  he  led  a 68-member  team  in  The  Hershey 
Company’s  $100  Million  Challenge.  In  the  con- 
test, teams  of  Hershey’s  employees  were  asked  to 
develop  programs  or  initiatives  that  would  allow 
the  company  to  save  $100  million.  Although  David  died 
before  the  project  could  be  completed,  his  team  took  second 
place  in  the  competition  and  was  awarded  $2,000.  Challenge 
rules  specify  that  the  team  could  donate  the  prize  money 
to  any  non-profit  organization. 


According  to  teammate  Jeff  Kemmerer,  the  group  chose 
to  contribute  their  award  to  Elizabethtown  to  recognize  their 
colleague’s  contribution  toward  the  project.  “Dave  provided 
outstanding  leadership  to  kick  off  this  project,”  he  says.  "It 
was  his  passion  that  molded  the  team  and  got  us  off  to  the 
start  that  contributed  significantly  to  our  success."

of  loan  underwriting  responsibility.  Prior  to  creating  this 
position,  commercial  lenders  did  their  own  underwriting 
at  the  bank. 

Personally  mentored  by  Union  National’s  Executive 
Vice  President  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  Michael  Frey, 
the  Elizabethtown  College  alumna  quickly  developed  an 
understanding  of  the  new  role.  As  she  gained  experience, 
she  gradually  took  on  more  responsibility.  Kemmick  now 
supervises  two  other  credit  analysts  and  manages  administra- 
tive support  for  the  department.  She  also  is  a key  member  of 
Union  National’s  Credit  Committee,  which  reviews  large 
commercial  loan  requests. 

For  Kemmick,  the  anxiety  that  might  normally  come 
with  a first  job  was  eased  by  her  familiarity  with  Union 
National.  “Even  though  this  was  a completely  new  role  both 
for  me  and  for  the  bank,  I felt  very  comfortable  taking  this 
position,”  she  said.  “As  a teller,  I already  had  met  many  of 
the  people  at  Union  National,  including  Mark  Gainer  who 
was  transitioning  to  his  new  role  as  president.” 

Kemmick  believes  that  her  experience  through  BAS 
was  helpful  in  exposing  her  to  the  business  world  and  gaining 
insights  that  helped  her  make  decisions  about  her  career.

Family  Members  Create 
Scholarship  to  Honor 
Jessica  Fegley

More  than  a year  ago,  Elizabethtown  College  tragically 
lost  senior  biology  major  Jessica  Fegley  in  a car 
accident.  Today,  Jessica’s  family  is  honoring  her  memory 
by  creating  a scholarship  that  will  help  other  students  with 
similar  interests  achieve  their  dream. 

Michelle  Ealy  remembers  her  sister  as  a bright,  talented 
young  woman.  “Jessica  was  an  extraordinary  student  and 
person.  She  was  excited  about  life  and  gave  100  percent  to 
everything  she  did,”  says  Ealy.  “She  was  devoted  to  animals 
and  probably  was  most  proud  of  creating  the  K-9  Club  at 
E-town,  which  raises  money  and  awareness  of  animals.” 

Wanting  to  join  together  in  something  positive,  Ealy 
and  other  family  members  decided  to  establish  the  Jessica 
Fegley  Memorial  Scholarship.  “Elizabethtown  College  truly 
changed  Jessica  as  a person,"  explains  Ealy.  “She  would  want 
to  give  back  to  the  College.”  According  to  the  family’s 

wishes,  the  scholar- 
ship would  benefit 
one  student  each 
year  who  demon- 
strates financial 
need.  Preference 
would  be  given  to 
an  individual  who  is 
majoring  in  science, 
particularly  some- 
one who  has  an 
interest  in  animals. 
In  order  to 

endow  the  scholarship,  the  family  must  raise  $25,000  in  five 
years,  a goal  they  are  striving  to  meet  though  a variety  of 
efforts.  For  example,  Jessica’s  mother — an  award-winning 
baker — has  raised  $1,000  selling  baked  goods.  Separately, 

Ealy  and  her  brother  Michael  Fegley  ran  in  the  Marine 
Corps  Marathon  on  October  30,  2005.  Called  “the  runner’s 
marathon,”  this  race  is  renowned  for  its  supportive  fans  who 
encourage  participants.  “During  the  last  mile-and-a-half,  I 
really  was  getting  tired,”  recalls  Ealy,  who  ran  wearing  “For 
Jess"  printed  largely  across  the  front  of  her  T-shirt.  “People 
who  didn’t  even  know  me  yelled  ‘Go  Jess,’  which  really 
kept  me  going.”  In  2005,  the  family’s  combined  efforts 
raised  $1 1,000.

Elizabethtown  Social  Work  Students  Improve 
the  World  One  Project  at  a Time 


Building  on  a Fulbright  experience  last  summer,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Social  Work  Susan  Mapp  is  supporting  the 
internationalization  of  Elizabethtown’s  social  work  program 
and  is  working  to  broaden  the  worldview  of  similar  programs 
through  the  development  of  a first-of-its-kind  textbook  on 
the  topic.  Taking  a significant  step  in  this  effort  this  fall,  she 
piloted  a new  course  on  international  social  development, 
which  included  a service-learning  project  as  a component. 

In  summer  2005,  Mapp  was  one  of  16  faculty  members 
from  U.S.  colleges  and  universities  who  were  selected  to  join 
a five-week  Fulbright  Study  Tour  to  Thailand  and  Myanmar. 
Study  tour  participants  had  the  opportunity  to  both  learn  and 
experience  the  Asian  nations’  traditions  through  discussions 
with  national  experts,  tours  of  important  historical  and  cultural 
landmarks,  and  visits  to  native  businesses  and  industries. 

Mapp  believes  the  experience  provided  insights  that 
have  been  invaluable  as  she  leads  the  effort  to  incorporate 
more  international  content  into  the  College  s social  work 
classes.  “Our  students  need  to  be  aware  of  social  issues  in  our 
own  country,  because  many  of  them  will  work  in  the  United 
States.  And,  they  also  need  to  understand  how  these  issues 
play  out  in  other  countries,”  she  explains,  noting  that  this 
need  is  created  as  a result  of  increasing  interaction  between 
the  countries  of  the  world  and  the  increasing  international- 
ization of  our  own  country’s  culture. 

Mapp  points  out  that  social  issues  take  on  an  added 
complexity  when  viewed  internationally.  Social  issues  mean 
different  things  in  different  countries,"  she  says.  “For  example, 
when  we  talk  about  child  welfare  in  the  United  States,  we 
think  about  child  abuse  and  neglect.  When  we  look  at  it 
with  an  international  context,  some  other  countries  don  t 
consider  harsh  physical  discipline  a problem." 

In  addition  to  incorporating  international  content  into 
the  social  work  introduction  course,  Mapp  also  has  created  a 
new  course  on  international  social  development,  which  was 
offered  for  the  first  time  in  fall  2005.  With  no  text  available 
for  course,  Mapp  crafted  resources  and  piloted  portions  of  a 
new  text  that  she  is  writing  on  the  topic.  Also  as  part  of  this 
class,  Mapp  included  a service-learning  experience  that 
required  students  to  research  and  analyze  an  international 
social  issue  and  implement  a program  that  could  positively 
affect  the  problem. 


In  their  chosen  project,  Katie  Hauser  ’08,  Laura  Bardol  07 
and  Kristie  Smith  ’07  joined  together  to  learn  about  the 
effects  of  the  decolonization  of  Kenya  when  considered  in 
context  with  the  society’s  gender  roles.  For  Hauser,  a political 
science  major  with  minors  in  international  studies  and 
women  and  gender  studies,  this  project  was  particularly 
meaningful  because  her  sister  spent  time  in  Kenya  as  a Peace 
Corps  member. 

"We  looked  at  three  issues:  HIV/AIDS,  educational 
deficits  for  women,  and  violence,”  says  Hauser,  who  explains 
that  the  country’s  gender  roles  and  traditions  have  exacer- 
bated all  three  issues.  As  a group,  they  planned  and  hosted 
an  evening  coffeehouse,  which  enlightened  their  fellow

students  about  international  issues  and  particularly  about  the 
situation  in  Kenya.  During  the  event,  they  collected  money 
for  UNICEF. 

Hauser  believes  that  this  service-learning  experience 
and  the  course  expanded  her  already  considerable  knowledge 
about  the  country  and  helped  her  develop  a broader  world- 
view. "Normally,  1 tend  to  see  the  big  picture  about  issues 
like  this,"  she  explains.  "This  class  has  helped  me  to  focus 
on  the  smaller  contributors  to  these  large  problems — both 
the  causes  and  the  mechanisms  for  their  growth — and  to 
look  at  how  to  meet  the  necessital  needs  of  the  individuals 
who  are  affected.” 


Teske  to  Lead  Think  Tank  on  Science  and  Religion 


Recognized  for  his  leadership  and  scholarly  work  in  the  field, 
^Elizabethtown  College  Professor  of  Psychology  John 
Teske  was  elected  president  of  the  Institute  on  Religion  in 
an  Age  of  Science  (IRAS)  at  the  organization’s  annual  con- 
ference in  August.

from  a broad  spectrum  of  religious  traditions  and  scientists 
from  a number  of  different  disciplines.

Teske  began  his  exploration  of  science  and  religion 
about  20  years  ago  at  the  urging  of  his  father,  a Lutheran 
campus  minister  who  had  been  involved  in  this  dialogue 
since  the  late  1960s.  Although  his  father  passed  away  a few 
years  ago,  Teske  continues  to  be  motivated  by  his  memories 
of  this  man  who  found  common  ground  where  others  saw  a 
deep  chasm  between  views.  "It  was  at  his  knee  that  I learned 
my  theology,”  he  reflects.  “I  still  learn  from  him,  sense  him 
in  my  stride  and  feel  his  proud  eyes  looking  through  mine." 

According  to  Teske,  religion  and  science  are  often 
mistakenly  portrayed  as  being  at  odds.  In  reality,  he  says 
that  both  are  about  truths,  and  the  members  of  IRAS 
thoughtfully  and  considerately  explore  the  ways  in  which 
these  disciplines  inform  each  other.  "It  is  only  in  a commu- 
nity of  trust  and  respect  between  individuals — even  those 
of  quite  varied  backgrounds — that  any  real  progress  can  be 
made  without  raising  the  inevitable  hackles  and  defenses 
to  which  humans  are  so  prone,”  he  says.  “We  need  to 
acknowledge  differences,  but  it  is  no  less  important  to 
acknowledge  even  deeper  similarities,  particularly  human 
and  existential  ones.” 

Teske  hopes  to  increase  the  organization’s  visibility, 
promote  the  use  of  its  collective  resources  and  bring  more 
members  of  varied  religious  backgrounds  into  its  folds.  He 
also  hopes  to  develop  a more  influential  voice  for  the 
organization  by  committing  its  intellectual  resources  to  the

Often  called  the  “trade  association  for  family 
business,”  the  Center  is  dedicated  to  bringing  the  best  available 
resources  to  strengthen  these  companies  and  help  them  main- 
tain their  competitive  edge.  The  Center’s  programs  include  an 
annual  series  of  half-day  informational  seminars,  small  discus- 
sion groups  that  allow  family  business  CEOs  and  emerging 
leaders  to  network  and  discuss  issues,  and  a resource  library.

As  a result,  family  businesses  are  more 
committed  to  their  employees  and  to 
their  communities  than  publicly  held 
companies,"  she  explains.  For  exam- 
ple, the  Wenger  family  founded  The 
Wenger  Foundation,  Inc.,  in  January 
1996  to  give  back  to  their  community 
by  aiding  religious,  educational  and 
community  service  programs.  The 
i foundation  is  supported  through  corporate  contributions, 
as  well  as  individual  contributions  and  fundraising  efforts 
that  the  company  sponsors.

“When  they 
j don’t  succeed,  there  are  a few  key  reasons  why  they  don’t.” 
j Those  key  issues — succession  planning,  transfer  of  wealth  to 
the  next  generation,  conflict  resolution,  etc. — are  the  focus 
of  many  of  the  Family  Business  Center  programs. 

Wengers:  Growing  the  Business  for  the 
Next  Generation 

Wengers  is  one  of  the  fortunate  family  businesses  that  are  find- 
ing success  beyond  the  first  generation.  Rose  Wenger  Walmer 
and  her  six  siblings  obtained  their  ownership  interest  when 
their  grandfather  retired. 


Seven  of  the  Wenger  family  members  recently  attended  a Family  Business  Center's  monthly  seminar, 
which  was  held  at  Leffler  Chapel  and  Performance  Center.

All  seven — along  with  some  spouses  and  children — are 
involved  in  Wengers  in  some  capacity.  Oldest  brother  Lloyd  is 
the  purchaser  for  the  construction  equipment  division.  The 
second  eldest,  Larry  Wenger,  and  his  wife  Becky  have  accept- 
ed the  onerous  task  of  creating  and  maintaining  the  company’s 
Web  site  inventory  of  farm  tractor  parts — a considerable  task 
considering  that  the  company  has  acquired  and  dismantled 
more  than  6,500  tractors  over  the  past  20  years.  Larry’s  son 
Josh  also  works  at  Wengers  as  the  office  manager  of  the 
Myerstown  location.  Nancy  Wenger  Layser — the  third  oldest 
— is  an  administrative  assistant  and  shipping  manager  for 
the  agricultural  division.  The  next  sibling,  Carol  Wenger 
Dieffenbach — who  also  is  an  Elizabethtown  alumna  from 
the  Class  of  ’75 — is  employed  hill-time  for  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  serves  on  Wengers’  board  of  directors.  Dieffenbach’s 
husband  Dennis  and  son  Craig  are  in  equipment  and  trailer 
sales  positions  at  Wengers.  David  Wenger  is  a buyer  for  the 
company’s  farm  equipment  inventory.  The  youngest  male 
sibling,  Glenn,  is  the  CEO/CFO  of  the  company  and  his 
wife  Robin  is  the  manager  of  the  motorcycle  sales  department. 
Walmer — the  youngest  — is  Wengers’  chief  personnel  officer, 
and  her  husband  Wally  is  the  manager  of  the  machining  serv- 
ices department. 

Walmer  says  that  the  second  generation  of  Wengers 
naturally  found  the  appropriate  positions  to  fill.  “There  has 
never  been  a day  when  we  have  fought  over  who  gets  what 
position,”  she  reflects.  “We  all  just  gravitated  to  where  our 
strengths  are." 

At  some  point,  the  senior  Wenger — who  sold  his  owner- 
ship in  the  business  to  the  children  about  eight  years  ago — 
had  a hand  in  guiding  each  of  his  children.  “He  would  mentor 
each  of  us.  When  he  was  comfortable  that  we  were  ready,  he 
would  move  on  to  the  next,"  explains  Walmer,  who  notes  that 
her  father  continues  to  remain  involved  in  training  the  com- 
pany’s next  generation  of  leaders.

Shakespeare  and 

Looking  for 

Featuring  presentations 
by  faculty  and  other 
experts  on  topics  as  diverse 
as  the  modem  understand- 
ing of  consciousness  and 
the  religious  reformation, 
this  year’s  First-Year  Collo- 
quium reflected  on  the 
four-century-old  work  of 
visionaries  from  the  Eliza- 
bethan Age.  The  series 
centered  on  Shakespeare, 
a luminary  whose  work 
continues  to  offer  an  oft- 
used  lens  through  which 
human  behavior  is  ana- 
lyzed. The  highlight  of 
the  semester  was  an 
elaborate  and  humorous 
Fine  and  Performing  Arts 
Department  production  of  "Twelfth  Night." 

The  series  was  planned  and  coordinated  by  Associate 
Professor  of  English  John  Rohrkemper,  Associate  Professor  of 
Theatre  Michael  Sevareid  and  Associate  Professor  of  Theatre 
Shari  Taylor. 

Shakespeare's  Relevance  for  a Modern  Era 

According  to  Rohrkemper,  Shakespeare  was  selected  as  the 
focus  of  the  Colloquium  not  only  because  of  the  stature  of 
his  work,  but  also  because  his  voice  is  still  relevant  in  these 
modem  times. 

"Shakespeare  lived  during  a time  of  profound  change. 

He  had  a foot  in  the  Middle  Ages  and  a foot  in  the  newly 
emerging  modem  age,"  says  Rohrkemper.  "He  was  a sponge 
absorbing  language,  manners  and  ideas,  all  of  which  were  in 
radical  flux  in  London  of  the  late  sixteenth  century.  If  we  find 
Shakespeare  still  relevant,  it  likely  is  because  we  live  in  the 
later  stages  of  the  world  he  helped  create. 

"Not  all  Elizabethans  still  speak  to  us  so  vividly. 

As  a playwright,  Shakespeare  wasn’t  trying  to  analyze  human 
behavior;  his  goal  was  to  portray  it.  His  powers  of  observation 
and  representation  were  so  acute  that  they  have  been  used 
to  illustrate  a variety  of  theories  of  why  humans  behave  as 
they  do.  The  theories  come  and  go,  but  Shakespeare  remains 
current.  He  is  a mirror  by  which  we  see  ourselves  as  human 
beings,"  he  continues. 

"Twelfth  Night"  Takes  Center  Stage 

Forced  to  select  one  of  Shakespeare’s  works,  Sevareid  chose 
“Twelfth  Night,”  arguably  the  author’s  most  popular  and  light- 
est comedies,  as  the  centerpiece  of  the  Colloquium.  “‘Twelfth 
Night’  is  a very  accessible  play,”  he  says.  "Although  it  deals 
with  complex  concepts,  it  does  so  in  a way  that  that  is  evident 
to  today’s  audience." 

Knowing  the  monumental  undertaking  of  staging  a 
Shakespearean  play,  Sevareid  took  the  unprecedented  step  of 
casting  almost  all  of  the  characters  last  May.  Even  incoming 
first-year  theatre  majors  were  invited  to  the  spring  auditions. 
The  early  casting  enabled  the  director  to  begin  work  on  the 
production  on  the  very  first  day  of  classes,  allowing  the  addi- 
tion of  two  weeks  of  table  work  with  the  entire  cast  and  five 
days  of  character  work  with  local  actress  and  theater  teacher 
Laura  Korach  Howell. 

During  table  work,  the  cast  considered  and  openly  dis- 
cussed how  they  would  interpret  Shakespeare’s  writing.  “With 


lightness  and  energy  to  Feste,  the  Clown. 

Additionally,  the  director  and  his  cast  labored  respectfully 
over  the  language  in  the  play — successfully  achieving  a diffi- 
cult balance  between  preserving  in  large  measure  the  play  as 
crafted  400  years  ago  and  striving  for  the  understandability  of 
a modem  audience. 

For  Danielle  Shantz  ’07,  a self-described  Shakespearean 
purist  who  played  Maria,  the  two  weeks  of  table  work  was  a 
bittersweet  experience  as  she  and  her  fellow  cast  members 
wrestled  over  the  dialogue.  “We  were  considering  operative 
words  in  the  play  to"  make  them  more  accessible  to  our  audi- 
ence,” she  recalls.  "I  felt  very  open  to  disagree  during  the 
process.  We  definitely  did  have  a lot  of  give  and  take,  and 
ultimately  our  efforts  helped  the  production." 

For  this  theatre  major,  the  opportunity  to  perform 
Shakespeare  was  a challenging  test  of  her  theatrical  abilities. 
"This  was  such  an  epic  opportunity.  It  was  intellectually  stren- 
uous, as  Shakespeare  is  inherently  very  actor-oriented,”  she 
explains.  “Ultimately,  what  makes  the  play  understandable 
to  people  is  how  it’s  performed.  That’s  how  you  get  invited 
into  the  world  of  daat  kind  of  language.” 

In  addition  to  Shantz  and  Kurzenberger,  the  “Twelfth 
Night”  cast  included  senior  Ryan  Gruber;  juniors  Timothy 
Kelchner  and  Julie  Strickland;  sophomores  Nathaniel  Abel, 
Devon  Fahy,  Michael  Gephart,  Lucas  Gerace,  Amy  Glass, 
Allison  Koechig,  Andrew  Mannion,  Meghan  Scheeler  and 
Will  Secrist;  and  first-year  students  Trent  DeArment,  Sam 
Gilliam,  Casey  Martin,  Ezra  Schatz,  Graham  Stokes  and 
Elyse  Venturella. 

An  Effort  Worthy  of  Recognition 

For  Shantz  and  the  other  cast  members,  the  thunderous 
applause  during  the  performances  and  the  accolades  from 
their  peers  were  not  the  only  recognition  of  their  hard  work. 

After  reviewing  the  play,  the  American  College  Theatre 
Festival  sent  letters  of  commendation  to  sophomore  Rachael 
Yearword  for  costumes,  first-year  student  Mari  DeOleo  for  props 
and  to  the  entire  cast  for  ensemble  work.  Additionally,  Shantz, 
Kurzenberger  and  Abel — with  Gephart  as  an  alternate — were 
honored  by  their  selection  to  audition  for  a prestigious  Irene 
Ryan  Scholarship,  which  provides  recognition,  honor  and 
financial  assistance  to  outstanding  student  performers  wishing 
to  pursue  further  education.

International  business  major  Rachael  Yearwood  adores  her 
academically  unrelated  hobby.  The  sophomore  spent  her 
summer  and  the  fall  semester  making  costumes  for  Elizabeth- 
town’s production  of  “Twelfth  Night.”  “Sewing  is  my  passion, 
informs  the  Trinidad  and  Tobago  native,  who  has  proven  to 
be  an  asset  to  the  College’s  Theatre  Department. 

Yearwood  was  registered  in  a theatre  class  her  first 
semester  at  the  College.  “I  love  the  arts  and  all,  but  I was 
never  interested  in  performing,”  she  says.  After  noticing  her 
abilities,  Associate  Professor  of  Theatre  Shari  Taylor  asked 
Yearwood  to  help  costume  last  year’s  theater  production 
“Metamorphoses”  and  later  to  assist  with  her  Technical 
Theatre  class,  which  was  offered  in  spring  2005.  For 
Yearwood,  apprenticing  under  the  freelance  costumer  hired 
for  "Metamorphoses"  allowed  her  to  do  her  own  metamor- 
phosis, learning  skills  to  become  a costumer  herself. 

Thanks  to  her  new  proficiency,  Yearwood  led  the 
costume  effort  for  this  production,  receiving  support  from 
other  students,  box  office  employees  and  experienced 
sewers  from  the  College  community.  She  and  Associate 
Professor  of  Theatre  Michael  Sevareid  worked  over  the 
summer,  researching  time  periods,  color  schemes  and  the 
cost  effectiveness  of  different  materials  and  then  buying  all 
the  fabric  needed  to  create  a variety  of  elaborate  costumes. 

Because  she  understands  the  time  and  patience  that 
are  required,  Yearwood  is  all  the  more  grateful  to  everyone 
involved  in  "Twelfth  Night”  costuming.

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Chronicling  C.S.  Lewis  and 


More  tlian  four  decades  after  his 
death,  C.S.  Lewis’  most  widely 
known  works  “The  Narnia  Chronicles” 
recently  were  welcomed  to  the  big  screen 
in  Disney’s  $150-million  epic  version  of  “The  Lion,  the  Witch 
and  the  Wardrobe.”  Elizabethtown’s  R.W.  Schlosser  Professor  of 
English  David  Downing  has  chronicled  the  man  who  created 
Namia  in  a new  book,  “Into  the  Wardrobe:  C.S.  Lewis  and 
the  Namia  Chronicles.”  Downing’s  latest  book 
explains  the  genesis  of  the  classic  children’s 
series  and  captures  the  eternal  youthfulness  of 
this  author  who  continues  to  influence  gener- 
ations  of  readers. 

Bom  on  November  29,  1898,  Clive 
Staples  Lewis  grew  up  in  a nominal  Christian 
home  in  northern  Ireland.  After  losing  his 
mother  at  age  9,  he  was  sent  to  an  English 
boarding  school.  Eventually  becoming 
disillusioned  with  his  childhood 
faith,  Lewis  spent  most  of  his  teens 
and  twenties  being  militantly  atheis- 
tic. Later  in  life,  after  exploring  a 
variety  of  philosophies,  he  became 
one  of  Christianity’s  most  outspoken 
and  eloquent  advocates. 

Lewis’  extensive  collection  of 
writings  appeals  to  a variety  of  audi- 
ences. “C.S.  Lewis  had  three  careers  as 
a writer;  any  one  of  which  would  have  made  him  distin- 
guished in  the  20th  century,”  explains  Downing.  During 
his  lifetime,  the  author  published  40  books — covering  the 
gamut  from  major  scholarly  works  on  medieval  allegory  to 
more  popularized  science  fiction  novels — and  more  than 
20  volumes  of  essays  and  letters. 

Lewis  earned  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  most 
important  literary  critics  and  scholars  of  his  generation.  He 
was  a professor  of  English  at  Oxford  University  for  almost 
three  decades  and  later  the  chair  of  medieval  and  Renaissance 
literature  at  Cambridge  University.  "Students  said  that  before 
his  towering  grandeur,  all  other  English  faculty  at  Oxford 
seemed  like  foothills,"  relates  Downing,  noting  that  the 
eloquence  of  his  writing  was  rivaled  by  that  of  his  oration. 
“When  people  heard  him  speak,  they  couldn’t  believe  how 
approachable  he  was — with  his  humor  and  his  homespun 


analogies.  Even  on  Saturday  mornings,  the  lecture  hall 
would  be  full,  and  people  would  be  sitting  in  the  window 
sills  to  hear  him  speak.” 

This  eloquence  contributed  to  Lewis’  second  writing 
career — as  one  of  the  most  influential 
and  highly-regarded  Christian  writers  of 
I his  time.  “Beyond  his  intellectual  power, 

| there’s  a spiritual  depth  to  Lewis’  work,’ 
said  Downing.  “I  think  that  this  spirituality 
resulted  from  Lewis  coming  back  to  his 
H | faith  as  an  adult.  So,  his  faith  had  an  even 
deeper  personal  meaning,  as  opposed  to 
being  something  like  furniture  or  antiques 
that  he  inherited  from  his  parents.” 

Bk  In  addition  to  standards  like  “Mere 
Christianity,”  Lewis  is  also  known  for 

"Miracles,"  a philosophical  defense  of 

supernaturalism,  and  “The  Screwtape 

Letters,”  a “diabolically  cleaver”  fantasy 
that  became  an  international  bestseller. 

With  the  release  of  the  Namia  Chronicles,  today’s  audi- 
ences are  experiencing  on  screen  the  third  and  possibly  most 
inviting  side  of  Lewis — a writer  whose  boyish  sense  of  won- 
der and  terror  stayed  with  him  all  of  his  life.  In  response  to  a 
young  reader  who  questioned  how  he  knew  so  much  about 
how  children  feel,  Lewis  once  said,  “I  don’t  think  that  youth 
and  age  matter  so  much  as  we  think.  When  I was  12,  parts 
of  me  were  already  50.  And,  now  that  I am  50,  parts  of  me 
are  still  12.” 

According  to  Downing,  this  dual  aspect  of  his  character 
was  delightfully  evident  in  the  Namia  Chronicles.  “You  get 
this  image  of  the  wise  old  uncle  by  the  fireside  spinning  tales 
for  his  nephew,”  says  Downing.  “But,  in  some  ways,  he  is 
telling  these  stories  for  the  child  within  himself.” 

"Into  the  Wardrobe”  is  Downing’s  fourth  book  on  C.S. 
Lewis.  It  is  recommended  in  both  Christianity  Today  and 
U.S.  News  and  World  Report  magazines  as  one  of  the  best 
new  books  published  this  year  for  those  who  see  the  Disney 
film  “The  Lion,  the  Witch  and  the  Wardrobe”  and  who  want 
to  know  more. 


Found  in  Translation  at  the

With  the  goal  of  completing  his  translation  of  Kafka’s 
“The  Missing  Person”  (Amerika),  Associate  Professor 
of  German  and  English  and  Modem  Languages  Department 
Chair  Mark  Harman  participated  in  the  Ledig  House  Inter- 
national Writers’ 
Residency  for  a month 
this  past  summer. 

Located  in  beau- 
tiful Hudson  Valley, 
New  York,  Ledig 
House  is  the  only 
U.S.  artist  colony 
exclusively  estab- 
lished for  interna- 
tional writers  and 
translators.  It  is  part 
of  the  300-acre 
campus  of  Art  Omi 
International  Arts 
Center,  which  also 
offers  residencies  for 
artists,  musicians  and 
dancers.  Since  being  founded  in  1992  by  Francis  Greenburger, 
Ledig  House  has  hosted  almost  600  authors  and  translators 
from  50  countries,  most  of  whom  had  previously  published 
books  in  their  own  countries. 

For  Harman,  Ledig  House  offered  the  quiet,  focused 
environment  that  allowed  him  to  finish  the  challenging  proj- 
ect that  he  started  four  years  ago.  “It  was  a very  productive 
atmosphere,”  Harman  says  about  the  beautiful  setting,  from 
which  he  enjoyed  a view  of  the  Catskill  Mountains  in  the

distance  and  deer  frolicking  in  the  meadow  below.  “There 
was  an  aura  of  concentration." 

A typical  day  for  Harman  consisted  of  waking  up  early 
to  work  on  “The  Missing  Person."  Taking  a break  from  his 
strenuous  workday,  he  would  spend  part  of  the  afternoon 
riding  his  bike  or  taking  a walk.  In  the  evening,  he  enjoyed 
dinner  and  conversation  with  the  other  writers  working  there. 

This  interaction  with  international  artists  was  a powerful 
experience  for  Harman.  “It  is  eye-opening  find  out  about  the 
often  challenging  circumstances  under  which  writers  work 
in  certain  societies,”  Harman  says.  As  an  example,  he  tells 
the  story  of  one  writer,  Carmen-Francesca  Banciu,  who  had 
written  under  the  Romanian  Dictatorship  of  Ceausescu.  In 
Romania,  she  was  under  constant  surveillance  and  was  pro- 
hibited from  publishing  her  writing.  Banciu  received  a grant 
to  go  to  Berlin.  She  loved  the  city  so  much  that  she  moved 
there  and  began  writing  in  German. 

Every  year,  Ledig  House  opens  its  doors  to  the  com- 
munity at  an  annual  barbeque,  during  which  the  artists 
read  from  their  work.  It  was  at  this  summer’s  event  that 
Harman  had  the  honor  of  meeting  Ledig  House  founder 
Francis  Greenburger.  Harman  finds  irony  in  the  fact  that 
Greenburger  at  one  time  handled  the  world  rights  to  Kafka’s 
works  on  behalf  of  Schocken  Books,  Harman’s  publisher. 

Ledig  House  is  the  fourth  artist  colony  Harman 
has  worked  at  during  the  “The  Missing  Person”  project. 
Previously,  he  was  a resident  at  Tyrone  Guthrie  Center  in 
Annaghmakerrig,  Ireland;  Djerassi  Residency  in  California; 
and  the  European  Translators  Collegium  in  Staelen,  Germany. 

Harman’s  work  is  expected  to  be  published  in  about  a year.

In  2005,  the  men's  cross  country  team  celebrates  their  seventh  consecutive 
MAC  title. 

Men's  Cross  Country 

In  2005,  the  men’s  cross  country  team  won  its  seventh  consec- 
utive Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  title,  topping  the 
College’s  previous  record  of  six  consecutive  conference  cham- 
pionships set  in  the  mid-60s  by  the  men’s  soccer  team.  Entering 
the  Championships  as  the  underdog,  Elizabethtown  topped 
nationally-ranked  Widener  University  by  a single  point.  Seven 
E-town  runners  earned  All-MAC  honors  by  finishing  in  the 
top  20  of  the  134-runner  field,  including  All-MAC  First  Team 
members  Tyson  Evensen  ’07,  Jason  Theobald  ’07,  David  Cohen  ’07 
and  Greg  Wetzel  ’06  and  All-MAC  Second  Team  members 
Patrick  Donovan  ’07,  Brandon  Bear  ’09  and  Ryan  Mulcahy  ’08. 
Bear  was  named  the  conference’s  Rookie  of  the  Year.  The  Blue 
Jays  went  on  to  finish  fifth  out  of  40  scoring  teams  at  the 
Mideast  Regional  championship  meet,  and  three  runners — 
Evensen,  Theobald  and  Wetzel — earned  All-Region  honors  by 
placing  in  the  top  35  and  qualified  to  individually  compete  in 
the  NCAA  Division  III  Championships.  At  the  NCAA 
Championships,  Evensen,  Wetzel  and  Theobald  finished  106th, 
1 14th  and  1 16th  in  the  nation,  respectively.  Wetzel  also  was 
named  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate  Athletic  Corporation 
(MASAC)  Scholar-Athlete  for  men’s  cross  country. 

Women's  Cross  Country 

In  2005,  a very  young  Elizabethtown  team  outpaced  expecta- 
tions, finishing  as  the  MAC  runner-up  and  repeating  its  best- 
ever  third-place  finish  of  last  year  in  the  Mideast  Regionals 
by  soundly  beating  MAC  champion  Messiah.  At  the  MAC 
Championships,  three  Blue  Jays — Samantha  Jones  ’09,  Erin 
Deihl  ’07  and  Tiffany  Kulp  ’09 — earned  All-MAC  First  Team 
honors  by  placing  in  the  top  10.  Three  more — Amanda  Daws  ’09, 
Allison  Rahtes  ’09  and  Erin  Fisher  ’08 — made  the  All-MAC 
Second  Team  by  placing  in  the  top  20.  This  was  Elizabeth- 
town’s highest  total  All-MAC  runners  in  a single  season.  At 
the  Mideast  Regionals,  Kulp,  Deihl  and  Jones  earned  All- 
Region  honors  by  placing  in  the  top  35,  and  Kulp  qualified  to 
compete  individually  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  Championships, 
where  she  finished  137th.  Four  of  E-town’s  top  five  finishers  at 
the  championships  were  first-year  students. 


Field  Hockey 

Making  a dramatic  turnaround  from  last  year’s  4-16  finish, 
the  Blue  Jays  were  ranked  17th  in  NCAA  Division  III  at 

the  close  of  the 
season  with  a 
13-5  overall 
record  and  a 
Commonwealth 
Conference  play- 
off semifinal 
appearance. 
Along  the  way, 
E-town  knocked 
off  several 
nationally  ranked 
opponents.

Slessinger  06 

became  the  College’s  first  All-American  in  field  hockey  in 
a decade  after  scoring  19  goals,  having  six  assists  and  con- 
tributing 44  points.  Slessinger’s  19  goals  marked  the  seventh- 
highest  season  total  in  the  program’s  history.  Slessinger  was 
named  Commonwealth  Conference’s  Co-Player  of  the  Year,

Women's  Tennis 

Elizabethtown  won  its  second  consecutive  Commonwealth 
Conference  title,  and  the  team  currently  is  ranked  10th  in 
the  Atlantic  South  Region  of  NCAA  Division  111  by  the 
Intercollegiate  Tennis  Association.  The  Blue  Jays’  current 
overall  record  stands  at  1 1-2.  (Note:  Starting  in  the 
2006-2007  academic  year,  conference  team  champions  will 
be  given  an  automatic  NCAA  tournament  berth,  which  is 
held  in  the  spring.  Therefore,  tennis  now  is  considered  a 
year-round  sport.)  The  Blue  Jays  posted  a 5 - 1 record  in  the 
conference  regular  season,  including  a 5-4  loss  to  Moravian. 
In  the  conference  championship  match,  the  Blue  Jays  faced 
Moravian  on  the  road  and  won  8- 1 . It  was  E-town’s  first  road 
win  over  the  Greyhounds  since  1995.  Stacy  Shapiro  ’07  was 
named  to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team, 
while  Laurelyn  Foderaro  ’08  and  Emma  Smith  ’08  were  named 
to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  Second  Team.  In  the 
MASCAC  Individual  Singles  and  Doubles  Championships, 
Foderaro  won  the  title  in  the  number  2 singles  flight,  Heather 
Lander  ’07  won  the  number  5 singles  flight,  Kristy  Trimbey  ’06 
won  the  number  6 singles  flight,  and  Lander  and  Trimbey 
together  won  the  number  3 doubles  flight.
